Prisoner, dressed in civilian clothes , left BERLIN with 
Standf i-DSER, Hptstuf SENN (Prisoners at: CSDIC(WEA) euid others v 
Later the party split up. Prisoner and SENN wont to SCHLESV/IG. 
They stayed for a snort while with Frau n 6*THE at SCHWARZ3NBEK . 
Later they moved to KLEIN PAAPOY/ , where they stayed for eight 
or ten days with WITTE and worked as farm hands. Through WITTE 
Prisoner and SENN met an Ing VEIDT of HAMBURG-, VEIDT found 
employment for them with Johann JANS, E’AiBURG-BERGEDORF , 
building contractors. They worked there as labourers and 
drivers until Jan 1 + 6 , Prisoner and SENN used their own names; 
Prisoner states that JANS did not know that Prisoner and SENN 
had been in the SS, Prisoner lived on board the dredger 
"EDDIES " , owned by JANS.

According to THEILE, Prisoner was one of the leading lights of L&IPSHADE, 
and certainly the most inport ant Iln^lPSHADE personality in the HAlffiURGr 
area* Since then it has he cone apparent that nost of THEILE’s statenents 
are either greatly exaggerated or conpleto' inventions. Interrogators have 
had the opportunity of testing Prisoner very carefully, and have also heen 
ahle to check his statenents through interrogation of several other 
prisoners at CSDIC(WEi) . 



10. . The full extent of Prisoner’s connection with KAlPSHADE appears to be 

as follows ; ‘ 

Towards heg 1946 Prisoner conceived the plan of making contact with 
his former brother SS-officers. He claims that his only purpose v/as at 
first to learn ' about their fate and to re-establish contact with his comrades. 
Prisoner met some of then in H/lIBURG (SENN, IJDSER, HOLZER, etc). In Peb 
and Mar 46 he travelled to HANOVER to visit GIL'JIHV/OL and RIEDY/EG (Prisoners 
at CSDIC(\73A) ; see- Pinal Report 95 dated 12 Sep 46). Prisoner had by 
now carried his plan one step further* During his conversations with 
GRATHV70L a nd RIEDWEG, he suggested that they should tiy to set up an Old 
Comrades 1 Association for the purpose of keeping in contact each other, 
mutual help, assistance for war widows and orphans, etc! »!t appeared that 
. . GRAIHWOL and RIEDwEG showed some interest in Prisoner’ s ' ideas, but were 
hot prepared to give him more than moral encouragement# "Whilst in H/iNOVER 
Prisoner met THEILE by chance and through him BORGOLDE @ EHRMANN. Prisoner 
discussed with then his plans and found in them ready and sympathetic 
listeners. 

By the time of Prisoner’s arrest on 30 Mar 46 , his plans- had not gone 
beyond the discussion stage. He had not done anything towards establishing 
his proposed- association. He denies that he ever intended to form a move- 
ment directed against the British authorities, or that he ever took part in 
any such movement.

DICKFELD, Alfred @ Dr WINTER 

Prisoner was introduced to DICKFELD by TAUCHERT in Jan 46. DICKFELD, 
a former HJ leader, was an Obstlt in the GAF and held the Knight's Cross 
with Oakleavos. 

a) DICKFELD 1 s Cover- names 

prisoner and DICKFELD net frequently after their first introduction. 
DICKFELD mentioned that he was registered under the alias Qf Dr WINTER, 
Rabenhorst, IL'J.BURG-rfELLINGSBffTTEL. DICKFELD did not live there, but he 
referred to the address as his foxhole. Prisoner assumed that DICKFELD was 
also using other cover-names. 

b) Transport Business 

Prisoner* was informed by DICKFELD that he intended to establish hinself 
in the chemical-pharmaceutical trade. Prisoner thinks, however, that 
DICKFELD subsequently abandoned this plan. Prisoner visited DICKFELD 
shortly after their first meeting at his address HA* BUEG-EEPENDORF , Isestr 
84, c/o Frau KANDT. He was then inforasd by DICKFELD that he intended to 
start dealing in oars and lorries. He said- he load good connections with 
the HT Park in FLENSBURG, Alternatively, he intended to start a business 
as haulage contractor. DICKFELD wanted Prisoner to work for him under an 
assumed name and start the business. Prisoner also mentioned that a Frau 
SAUERBREI, KASTEN 1 s (qv) mother- in- law , who had a haulage contractor’s 
business at IL'jSURG-GROSSBORSTEL, night be prepared to run one or two lorries 
under her licence for DICKFELD' s or Prisoner's proposed firm. 

On 13 Mar 46 DICKFELD took Prisoner and a former Hptm named PROSS to 
the Gewerbe Polizei, HA BURG, PRQSS appeared to be DICKFELD' s business 
partner . Prisoner and PROSS waited outside the Gewerbe Polizei whilst 
DICKFELD went inside; he reappeared after a short while and said they could 
now start their firm, DICKFELD showed Prisoner a licence (Gewerbescliein) 
for a haulage business . made out to Dr WINTER ( DICKF ELD 1 s alias).

Prisoner used the none of WOLDEHBERG on the advice 
of DICKPELD, who thought that the proposed business night be endangered 
through the use of Prisoner’s real none. Prisoner also gave a false 

address, ie 51 Bins env/eg , H/u.xBUB&-SulSEL, This was the address of dans 
SCffi£EDT (qv). 

DICKPELD appeared to have very good connections with the K.JP3UB& Polizei 
Presidium, where he was a frequent visitor. DICKPELD once told prisoner 
that he had once been given an opportunity to look through the lists of 
wanted people and had checked whether his and Prisoner's names appeared 
in these lists; this was not the case. On another occasion DICKPELD told 
Prisoner that he had given Prau V0GTM4NN BH 1000 for false papers. 

DICKP ELD mentioned trait he had given false discharge papers to a 
number of people. Prisoner remembers the following, whom he net at 
DICKPELD 's house:

DIC la ELD often boasted that he had vast sums of money at his disposal, 
but he did not disclose how he had. obtained the mono/. He mentioned that 
he was custodian ox a sum of RM 120,000, aid that he mas empowered to use 
this -money to set up the planned car and lorry busin is.. DICKPELD also 
...entioned that lie would use the funds for the purpos of assisting f o rimer 
comrades and GAP personnel. 

On one occasion Prisoner was shown by DICKPELD 2,000 Swio 3 Francs in f 
100 fr notes. On being pressed about the origin of ie money, DICKPELD 
mentioned that it had been given him by some Swedish officers returning 
from SWITZERLijNO to SWEDEN. Prisoner cannot give a: further aetails about 

this money. 

About beg 46 prisoner and DICKPELD visited Major BECK (qv), DICK- 
PELD mentioned to BECK his plans for assisting former HJ leaders and GAP 
personnel, adding that he intended, to include the widows of G 4 F officers 
in his scheme.

RIEDWEG wrote 
to Prisoner informing him when he would be at home and. asking Prisoner to 
visit him if possible. Prisoner wrote that lie would 'not be back in HAMBURG- 
until 17 or 18 Liar because he had arranged to meet GEATHWOL again during 
the middle of Mar. 

b) . Letter dated PL^JBURG 13 Mar 4 6 

DICKFELD had obtained the licence (Gewerbeschein) for the contemplated 
haulage business that morning, and they had celebrated, in the "Gustav von 
Schweden" . The word "Post" -was misread by the translator for "pass’* and tho^ 
translation is therefore misleading, . Prisoner hoped to .obtain a f ow bottles 
of Schnaps from Dr SCIILICLITE’ s distillery, 

c) Letter dated HANOVER 17 Mar 46 

Prisoner intended to go to STEIMLGEN nr BIELEFELD to visit- Dr SCHLICHTE ' 
and ask for financial aid, as. his wife was ill and had to undergo an operation. 
DICKFELD had succeeded in obtaining the licence to open a haulage contractor’ d 
business and Prisoner therefore had a moans of livlihood. He hoped his 
journey to STEINIIAGEN would also be successful. 

RIEDWEG, Franz (prisoner CSDIC(WIA') : see Final Renort 95) 

Prisoner and GRiTHSiTOL called on RIEDWEG at beg Feb 46, but he was out 
at the time. Prisoner and GRAPHWOL called on RIEDWEG again mid Mar 46, 

The._e they met SIDON (qv). A long discussion ensued, during which Prisoner 
repeated his intention to make contact with former SS officers, mainly, of 
III Gcr.anische Pz Korps, The org was to s erve the purpose of maintaining 
contact and giving mutual assistance. RIEDWEG and GRATHWOL encouraged 
Prisoner in his plans. All activity against the occupying Power was condemned 
(Prisoner adds here that he, like '..any others, would be only too pleased 
to be permitted to join the British Army in the event of an arrmed conflict 
with RUSSIA). Prisoner mentioned that he intended to go to STUTTGART in 
the near future. RIEDWEG thereupon asked. Prisoner to take with him three 
letters and a small parcel containing a mimeographed copy (abt 30 pages) 
of RIEDWEG’ s essay "Der bdndische Sozialismus", Prisoner was requested to 
give one letter and the copy of the essay to GX&fin EULENBURG at LINDAU/lake 
CONSTANCE and to ask her to forward them to RIEDWEG ’s sister in SWITZERLAND. 
Prisoner agreed to carry cut the commission. The second letter was addressed 
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to- Grfifin EU LEN BUHG. The third letter was addressed to Herr -von NEURAIH, 

at VAIHINGEN, supposed to be the son of the former German Foreign Minister. 
Prisoner was arrested before he was able to deliver the letters and parcel.. 



BOHvVEDDER, Otto 

Prisoner met ROHvVEDDER through T APCHER T . who was an instructor at HSV 
(Hamburger Sport Vercin) in Nov (?) A5» ROHWEDDER is a well-known footballer 
and a member of the HSV, Prisoner told TAUCHERT that he was in need of 
two D 2 forms, one for himself and one for Johann Heinrich MOSER. TAUCHERT 
promised that he would try and find someone who could supply such forms. 

A few days later TAUCHERT told Prisoner on the telephone that he had found 
a. man who was in a position to supply two D 2 forms for EM 2000 each, 

TAUCHERT arranged a meeting between Prisoner and ROHWEDDER, They met one 



day mllov A5' (?/) at 0900 hrs in front of the Hotel Reichshof in HAMBURG. 

They exchanged, a few words and agreed to meet again at 1700 hrs on the same 
day at the Restaurant Klosterburg. They met there as arranged and Prisoner 
paid RM A0 00 t« ROHWEDDER , who asked him to wait at the Klosterburg, as 
he was going to collect the forms. Prisoner was worried about his money 
and followed ROHWEDDER without the latter* s knowledge. Prisoner saw ROHWEDtDER 
go into a beer cellar at or next-door to the house of the WALLHQF Cabaret, 
ROHWEDDER reappeared about half an hour later accompanied by an Uffz of the 
Wehrmacht, a short man (about 1.65 m) , who wore a red armlet, which, 
according to Prisoner, indicated that he belonged to the staff of the Kunst- 
halle Discharge Centre, ROHWEDDER and this Uffz had a conversation lasting 
about ten minutes before they parted. Prisoner hurried back to the Kloster- 
burg, where ROHWEDDER reappeared after a short time, AOAAEDDER

A few days later Prisoner required a third D 2 form for SENN, Prisoner 
rang ROHWEDDER at the HSV. Prisoner and ROHWEDDER agreed to meet in the 
street somewhere near the Dammtor (Prisoner does not remember the exact 
location) , ROHvVEDDER kept the appointment - he arrived by bicycle - and 
handed over one D 2 -form to Prisoner against payment of Eli 2000, 

RUDOLF , f nu . 

Alleged to have been SS Oschaf Div WIRING . Said to hold Ritterkrcus'. 
Prisoner met him once at SCHMIDT * s home. 

SCHLICHTE , Dr fnu 

Distiller, STEINHAGEN, Prisoner and SCHLICHTE became friends when 
Prisoner was billeted on SCHLICHTE during Nov/Dec AA. Prisoner mentioned 
to his landlady, Frau HtfSING , that he wanted to take up contact with Dr 
SCHLICHTE again and learned, from her that Dr SCHLICHTE made visits to his' 
branch distillery N0EWINA at HAMBURG- RAHLSTEDT, . which was managed by his 
cousin, also named SCHLICHTE. End Jan A6 (?) Prisoner .went to RAHLSTEDT 
and met Dr SCHLICHTE, who knew Prisoner as a former SS Stubaf. Only private 
matters were discussed. Dr SCHLICHTE offered Prisoner financial assistance 
whenever he might be in need of it. Prisoner mentioned that his wife was 
ill and had to undergo an operation and that he therefore required financial 
assistance. Dr SCHLICHTE gave Prisoner KM 2000 and a note entitling him 
to collect fifteen bottles of Schnaps from the .distillery at RAHLSTEDT. 
Furthermore, Dr SCHLICHTE arranged for Prisoner to have a permit to use the 
express train to HA.3URG. Prisoner states that he did not receive any 
other papers from Dr SCHLICHTE. 

SCHMIDT , Hans 

HidiBURG-S.'^HEL, Binsenweg 51. ' 

Former' S3 Hptecbnf HQ Pz Regt 11 Div N0RDLAND. Prisoner met SCHMIDT 
first in A5 during the defence of BERLIN. He met him again in Nov A5 on 
the tram in E..MBURG on which SCHMIDT was a conductor. Following an invitation 
Prisoner visited. SCHMIDT rather frequently. Through SCHMIDT. he net on 
different occasions: HASTEN , RUDOLF , STENDER, WISCHMINN and SURKAU. 
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SENN, Ernst StancLf (prisoner CSDIC(TffiLl) ; see Pinal Report 97) 

In BERLIN Beg May 45. ' Made his my vdth Prisoner to SCHLESWIG. 

Stayed with Prisoner for a short while v/ith a Frau NOTHKE , SCIR JARZENBEK « 
Later he and prisoner moved to KLEIN PJuvIPOW and stayed with a Herr v7ITTE 
for eight or ten days, working as fair.: hands. Through WITTE, SENN . 
and Prisoner not an engineer VEIDT, who obtained craployiaent for both 
of then with Johann JENS, building contractors, Idd/DURG-BERGEDORF • 

SENN obtained a D 2 fom (supplied by ROIW/EDDER (qv) ) from Prisoner against 
payment of EM 2000 in Nov (?).45* Prisoner supplied SENN with another * 
two or three D 2 forms in liar if 6 (see STENDER)* Prisoner not SENN 
last about 25 Mar 46 shortly before he left for STUTTGART . 

SIDON , fnu 

Fomer SS Ostuf and Adyt Pz Regt NORbL/J®. prisoner net SIDON when 
visiting RIEDWEG nid Mar 46. 
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STENDER . fnu 

Pom.r SS Oschaf Pz Regt 1 1 Div NONDLAND under SENN ( qv) . Address 
ILUIBUR&MILTRBUR& , Rieseberg 90- Prisoner net STENDER first at SCHMIDT 1 s 
(qv) in Jan 46, STENDER mentioned to Prisoner that BECKER ‘(qv) of 
■ WARBSEN' night be able to provide the licence to run one or two lorries. 

He gave Prisoner BECKER’s address. End Peb/beg liar 4-6 Prisoner approached 
STENDER on DICKF ELD 1 s urgent request and asked him for a number of D 2 forms 
which STENDER was to obtain from hi3 friend 2URKAU (qv). STENDER handed 
eight to ten D 2 forms to Prisoner at beg liar 4-6. Prisoner distributed 
these forms during Mar 4-6 as follows s-

THEILE, Willi (prisoner CSDIC(WEA) ; see Final Report 99) 

Prisoner met THEILE in HANOVER at beg Feb 4-6. THEILE was Prisoner’s 
fomor Hptschaf (Spiess) when Prisoner was OC a unit in RUSS LI. On 

his second visit to HANOVER mid Mar 4-6, Prisoner called on THEILE again 
at the Polizeischule, Welf unplatz. THEILE had left, and Prisoner was 
directed to his house. Prisoner asked THEILE if he could help him to 
obtain a licence to run one or two lorries. BORG-OIDE @ ERDMANN (qv) 
turned up during the meeting. Prisoner and THEILE had a short discussion 
on the political situation. Prisoner mentioned the plan for his 
association of officers and it appeared, that THEILE wa3 connected with 
an organisation similar to the one contemplated by Prisoner.

ten days in May 45. WITTE was not aware that they were SS officers; 
WITTE, who had Previously worked in a munitions factory in lijuBUEG, 
supplied. Prisoner and SENN with letters certifying that they had been 
employed as guards at that factory, had been discharged ana were on 
their way home, - .

Hptstuf . Roonstr 24-, HAMBURG. Former OC Art- list FORDLuND. 
Prisoner has known him since 1935. Prisoner heard of WISCHMJM again 
through SCHMIDT and called once at above address; 
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ZURKAU, Hugo 



Former SS Iiptschaf Pz Rcgt 11 Div NORLAND; G-R.^THWOL ' s Spiess. 
Address DUNGELBECK No 7 near PEINE. 

Prisoner met ZURKAU first at SCHi-IDT ’ 3 (qv) in Jan 1 + 6 ., ZURKAU 
told Prisoner that he was in a position to supply D 2 foms as he had 
access to some in a storeroom where he worked. At the time Prisoner 
declined ZURKAU' s offer. Beg Feb 1 + 6 , in connection with his first trip 
to HANOVER, prisoner visited ZURKAU at DUNGELBECK ; only private matters 
were discussed during this meeting. End Feb/liar 1+6 DICKFELD urged 
prisoner to obtain for him a number of D 2 forms. Thereupon Prisoner 
applied to STANDEE, who obtained eight to ten D 2 f o ms from ZURKAU , 
and handed them to Prisoner (for distribution of the forms see STENDER) .
